TWIN FALLS - A health work- 
er cautions that an ongoing whoop- 
mg cough outbreak could spread 
rapidly os students return to school. 

When kids start sharing the same 
breathing air with 30 other students 
for long periods, it could mean 
mass exposure to whooping cough, 
or pertussis, said Cheryle Becker, 
nurse epidemiologist for the South

So far this summer, 51 people in 
the Magic Valley and 71 statewide 
have gotten whooping cough,

In four cases, people were hospi-

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JLong tolerated for their cheap labor, 
immigrants feel backlash of violence

LOS ANGELES . — Grudgingly accepted for 
decades' os a source of cheap'labor; undocumented 
immigrants have become the targets of a growing 
and sometimes violent backlash. 

While politicians and editorial pages press ever 
harder for stricter immigration control along the 
porous Mexican border, violence against immi- 
grants and their advocates appears on the rise. 

"We|vc been averaging several hate crimes cas- 
es per month," said Roberto Martinez of the 
American Friends Service Committee, which doc- 
uments immigrant abuse. “It’s really accelerated to 
the point we can't even keep track of them any- 
more.’’ ' 

In a recent New York Timcs-CBS News Poll, 61 
percent of Americans supported a cutback in legally 
admitted immigrants. The survey also found 68 per- 
cent believed — incorrectly — that most recent im- 
migrants have entered the United Stntcs illegally. 


The backlash has been strongest in reccssion- 
bnttered California, where many feel the influx is 
straining already-strapped government services to 

■ the breaking point. . , ‘ 

Immigration officials estimate 300,000 ijlegal 
immigrtmts enter the United States each year. Cal- 
ifornia absorbs about half of all immigrants, legal 
and illegal, they say. 

Some of the state’s most powerful politicians, 
•including Republican Gov. Pete Wilson and 
Democratic Sen. Dionne Feinstein, have joined a 
throng of citizen groups in demanding that the fed- 
1 era! government take a tougher stand against un- 
documented immigration.- - 

Wilson has gone even further, ’Calling for an end 
to illegal aliens receiving welfare, health care and 
education — and, in the most controversial pro- 
posal, a halt to the practice of granting citizenship 
to their Amcricart-bom children.

WASHINGTON — Rep. David Bo- 
nior, the third-ranking Dcmocipt in the 
House, said Sunday he is adamantly 
opposed to the free trade ugreement 
with Mexico and that up to. three- 
fourths of House Democrats share his 


views. 

The Michigan lawmaker said the 
North American Free Trade Agree- 
ment is u “lousy treaty" that would 
strip Americans of jobs und not help 
Mexicans “because of their low-wu^c 
societyTind the corruptness" in their 
political and social structure. 

Bonior, the Majority Whip whose 
responsibilities include counting votes, 


..said that “up. to tworthirds to. maybe. 75. 
pcrccnt of the Democratic caucus in 
the House is opposed to this treaty." 

The congressman said there was 
nothing President Clinton could do to 
change his mind. “By passing this 
treaty all wc arc doing is institutional- 
izing the corruption over there and im- 
peding us" in reaching a better treaty in 
the future, he told NBC’s “Meet the 
Press" program. 

Senate Minority Leader Bob Dole, 
R-Kan., who like most Republicans 
supports the treaty negotiated during 
the Bush administration, suggested that 
the pact first be taken up by the Senate, 
where opposition is not as grcnL

U.S. Rangers raid Mogadishu budding 


■ MOGADISHU, Somalia (AP) — 
Elite U.S. Army troops raided a 
building in southern' Mogadishu be- 
fore dawn Monday, snaking down 
ropes from hovering helicopters. 

It was not clear whether the objec- 
tive of the raid was Gen. Mohamcd 
Farrah Aidid, the renegade.. warlord 
wanted by the United Nations in the 
-killings of- 24 -Pakistan j-peacekeepr 
ers and 1 1 other U.N. troops. 


But one of the missions of 400 
elite U.S. Rangers sent to Mo- 
gadishu last week was expected to 
be ridding the city of Aidid and 
putting an end to almost daily at- 
tacks by his militiamen on U.N. 
forces. 

The raid, which involved more 
than a dozen helicopters, followed 
an earlier mo rtar-and small arms at^ 
tack by militiamen on Mogadishu’s 


old international airport, now a U.N. 
military encampment. ’ 1 

There was no word of casualties- 
in either incident, and U.S. and U.N. [ 
military officials in Mogadishu 
could not be reached for comment. j 
The raid began shortly after 3 a.m. j 
Monday (6 p.m.

The article says President Bush 
; personally has had no such deal- 
ings, rfor in any way has sought 
! to profit from his close- relation - 
; ship with Kuwaiti leaders. It also

members had as yet produced 
any actual business. 

It quotes retired Gen. Norman 
Schwarzkopf, commander of 
allied forces in the Gulf War, as 
saying he had been offered lucra- 
'tive"deals"tcr lobby- Kuwaiti-offi- 
cials but declined to do so. 

According to Hersh, the lobby- 
ing by the two Bush sons, Baker 
and Sununu began almost imme- 
diately after President Bush visit- 
ed Kuwait last April and was 
greeted as a hero for driving Iraqi 
troops from the oil-riclrco untry.

much as 10 inches of rain forced 
hundreds to evacuate Sunday as 
crews rushed to protect the city's 
water treatment plant for the sec- 
ond lime this summer.

Ii'sigoing to be u 
mess." said Tom Tucker, owner of 
an interior design business in West 
Des Moines that was flooded 
twice. 

The rain sent creeks and rivers 
out of their banks throughout cen- 
tral Iowa. More rain was forecast 
and Hood warnings were issued for 
tlic region. 


“We’re not quite out of the 
woods yet.” said National Weather 
Service forecaster Dan Smith. 

With the ground already saturat- 
ed .from record rainfall all summer, 
water from the latest stomi quickly 
druined into streams and creeks, 
which then overflowed. 

“There is very little wc can do 
o.tbcr than evacuate,” said Des 
Moines MuyorJohn Dorriun. 

Des Moines officials closed 
streets throughout the western purt 
Qf the city os sew.crs backed up and 
smaller creeks Hooded. 

West Des Moines Mayor Dino 
Rodish said about 600 houses were 
included in the evacuated urea, 200 


in West Des Moines, and 400 in 
Des Moines. 

The American Red Cross opened 
two shelters at churches for evac- 
ucss forced from their homes, and 
hundreds of volunteers spent the 
duy filling sandbags, 

Sou(h-ccntml Nebraska also got 
heavy rain, with 6.25 inches 
overnight at Harvard and 3 inches 
in 314 hours, at Fairmont. Streets, 
rural roads and some basements 
flooded but water was receding 
quickly Sunday.

One works a daily job. the other 
is aiv aspiring country singer.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Stumped 
“sccret!-’-for_more. than 30 years, the 
yellowed, dogeured documents on the 
Kennedy assassination tell n story of 
a CIA scrambling to protect its 
sources — und its reputation. 

Tlic nation's premiere spy agency 
hud an extensive dossier on Lee 
Harvey Oswald. Almost from the 
moment the shots rang out killing 
John F. Ken nedy, the d amag e control 
began.' 

"When the name of Lee Oswald 
was heard tlic effect was electric, ’’ 
one analyst wrote, recounting the 
atmosphere in CIA stations on Nov. 
22. 1963. „ ' 

In the CIA’s possession was irifor- 
mation covering Oswald's defection 
to the Soviet Union in 1959, his 
return to the United States in 1961 
witli u Russian wife, and his trip to 
Mcxicb City seven weeks before the 
assassination. 

In the months that followed, the 
agency was under internal pressure to 
explain why it hadn’t raised warning 


signals about Oswald to its domestic 
jiartner, the FBI. 

"We do not participate in the actual 
work of protecting the President or 
planning his trips within the U.S.A." 
one CIA report slated. 

' But as time wore on. the agency 
became increasingly concerned with 
a new problem — theories that it con- 
spired to kill the president, according 
to an A ssociate d Press re vi ew of doc- 


umcnts ul the National Archives. 

One lengthy cable from CIA head- 
quarters — entitled “PSYCH" — 
even went as far as to instruct chiefs 
of its foreign stations on ways to 
counter the burgeoning conspiracy 
theories. 

“Conspiracy theories have fre- 
quently thrown suspicion on our 
organization, for example by falsely 
alleging that Lee Harvey Oswald 
worked for us. The aim of this dis- 
patch is to provide material for coun- 
tering and discrediting the claims." 
the cable said.

TWIN FALLS - The City Council will 
take public comments tonight on a pro- 
posed budget for the coming year that in- 
cludes higher rates for water, sewer and ; 
trash services. 

City residents’ tax bills will go up too. 
That will happen even though the city is 
lowering its property tax rate almost 1 per- 
cent. The tax hike will come from higher 
property values for most residents. 

The city will take in an estimated S5:8‘ 
million in property taxes, 11 percent more 
than Inst year. 

Sewer rates are projected to rise 9 per- 
cent, and trash -Ibos-are-eXpccted to-go up 
36 percent. City water revenue is projected 
to rise 1 0.9 percent. 

The city's budget is proposed to increase 
S3 million this year from last, to SI 9. 1 mil- 
lion, largely because of federal 'environ- 
mental mandates and attempts to grapple 
with Twin Fnlls’ growth. Courtney said - . 

Environmental mandates and their costs 
include; 

• S275.000 for the first year’s payment 
to change the city water Supply from a sur- 
face source to a groundwater source. 

• $300,000 in higher landfill fees paid to 
the county because of new federal landfill

• S660.000 in improvements to the city 
sewage treatment plant.. . 

• S 145,000 in increased operating costs

California condors are young, 
wild and getting into trouble

Flames engulf observation 
tower under construction 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Buck 
from the brink of extinction, young 
California condors arc slowly being 
returned 10 the wild, where their 
natural curiosity and captive-bred 
trust of man can work against them. 

"These birds aren't responsible, 
so they have a Jot of time to explore 
, and get in lots of trouble, just like 
any teen-ager would," said Robert 
Mestn of the U.S. Department of 
Fish and Wildlife. 

Three of the eight caplivc-brcd 
condors released at Sespe Condor 
. Sanctuary north of Los. Angeles . 
have died and others have been at- 
tacked by shooters und dogs after 
roaming outside, the refuge. 

Until the I- and 2-year-old con- 
dors mature and establish a group 
"that can teach" newcomers how to 

continue to cause headaches, offi- 
cials say. 

"The chore nt this time is to gel 
over this hump," said Mike Wal- 
lace, curator of conservation and 
science for die Los Angeles Zoo. 

The condors carry radio transmit- 
ters that allow 24-hour monitoring. 
But they can jcover hundreds of 
miles each day, and their keepers 
• concede there's little they con ao to 
keep the condors in their 53,500- 


1 al Forest, about 40 miles northwest 
of downtown Los Angeles. 

“California condors arc very curi- 
ous and gregarious,” Mesta said, 
"and they’re attracted to things they 
. find interesting." *

Condors at least twice this sum- 
mer have flown to suburban Cosmic' 
Lake*, where they were seen “hang- 
ing out on telephone poles" and 
ogling water skiers, said Brian 
Roney, assistant superintendent at 
the recreation spot. 

"They looked like the vultures in 
cartoons, with long necks and 
shoulders and big beaks," Roney 
said of two l-ycur-old condors, 
which have 9-foot wingspans.

Anti-crime package should 
reform death-penalty appeals 


Although the Clinton anti-crime package 
is a mixed bag." one facet of it that should 
draw bipartisan support is a proposed re- 
form of the federal death-penalty appeals 
' system. 

The right of convicted criminals to ap- 
peal their sentence, known as habeas cor- 
pus. has been repeatedly abused by death- 
row inmates and their defense lawyers. The 
system has been so twisted in favor of mur- 
derers that it now routinely lakes a decade 
or more lo execute a convicted kilter even 
when there is no doubt of actual guilt. 

The chief means of delaying justice in 
. death-penalty cases is to file a series of ap- 
peals through the federal judicial system. 
Once an execution date is set, defense

.THe Clinton habeas corpus reform would 
impose a time limit orvthcjji|ing of a feder- 
al appcut. nnd it would lintit'ilic number of 
anneals ihrounh thc federal system to.onc 
trip.

the due process o f the la w. ^ 

Thc timc' liittii would require that any 
federal appeal be filed within six months 
alter the defendant had exhausted appeals 
through the state court system. This would 
prevent defense lawyers from waiting until 
the last possible moment, typically alter the 
setting of an actual execution date, to file 
an appeal. 


The other prong of this reform would 
prevent defendants from launching a se- 
ries of appeals merely to delay justice. 
Barring new evidence, it would permit 
only one trip through the federal appeals 
process. Under this reform, defense 
lawyers would have to combine their legal 
objections into one appeal, which the 
courts .would either uphold or reject. The - 
only way a defendant could mount a sec- 
ond nppcul would be if new evidence 
came to light that wasn’t available when 
the first appeal was made. 

Colorado Springs District Attorney 
John Suthcrs supports the proposed re- 
form as a reasonable, means of shortening 
the lime it takes for appeals to be heard. 


defense lawyers to put ail the issues on the 
table at once. Suthcrs said, without affect- 
ing the quality of the appeal. Legitimate 
appeals would all be heard, but they 
would be heard together instead of being 
stning out in separate appeals spanning a 
decade or more. . 

This change in habeas corpus procedure 
could dramatically shorten the time it 
takes to actually execute a convicted 
killer. According to Suthcrs. the average 
time it takes. to exhaust an appeal under 
t he . c urrent system, ft gltt . to_l 0 . y c ars 
would be shortened under this reform to 
three to four years.' 

Nobo dy w ants to ran the ri s k of cx ccut- 
ing an innocent person, and 'the proposed’ 
reform retains the full safeguards of 
habeas corpus. But it would also stream-, 
line the system so that convicted killers 
cannot make a mockery of justice by 
abusing the system to indefinitely post- 
pone their deserved date with death.

It’s time to face up to execution process 


While. David Mason was doing whatever he 
needed to do Mondays llomoon to prepare to 
die. a stranger silting 3.000 miles away said he 
was crossing his fingers and saying a prayer. • 

But Fred Lcnchtcr wasn't crossing his fin- 
gers in hopes of a reprieve or saying a 'prayer 
lor the repose of Mason's soul. On the con- 
trary. his fervent wish was for a snag-free exe- 
cution. 

Understand, he didn’t have anything person- 
al against Mason. In fact,. he was ignorant of 
the case. The papers he reads in his Boston sub- 
urb had nothing on the pending execution. 

But he didn't have to know anything about 
the case. The .state had sanctioned an execution, 
and that was all he needed to know. 

Lcuchtcr used to be known as "Dr. Death" 
until the fickle media gave the title away lo Dr. 
Jack Kevorkian. The name probably is inore 
apt for Kevorkian anyway, since Lcuchtcr, 50, 
isn’t a doctor. He calls himself an engineer. 

What he engineers is death. He’s achieved a 
measure of notoriety making hardware for gas 
chambers, electric chairs, gallows and lethal in- 
jection machines. 

And he’s not entirely sure about the hard- 
wnre in the gas chamber at San Quentin. Oh. he 


felt pretty sure it would kill Mason, all ngm - 
“the chamber from what I understand is in. rea- 
sonably good working order" -but he ex- 
pressed some concern that it could fell by- 
standers, too. 

Lcuchtcr rattled off the name of a Salt Lake 
City company that made the chamber several

decades ago. That firm’s design, he claims, has 
an “inherent flaw”: In the highly unusual but 
not impossible occurrence of a power failure or 
mechanical failure of a fan, gas could disperse 
nmong_obscrvere at the execution. 

He says he pointed this out to officials in 
Culifomia. The response, he says, was that 
they’d been using the same system for 50 or 60' 
years and had never had a problem with it. 

Lcuchtcr thinks the use in several states of 
old or flawed equipment to conduct executions 
points out a weakness in our society's attitude 
toward capital punishment. That is. we rely on 
certain hoary methods and certain specially 
designated but not necessarily qualified people 
to do our dirty work. 

' And then the rest of us quickly step aside and 
look away. 

Lcuchtcr, in contrast, evinces an earnest en- 
thusiasm for the job. "1 built execution equip- 
ment because 1 don’t want people tortured,” he 
said. 

1 le doesn’t think too highly of die method 
prescribed forMason. The gas chamber “cxc- 


gos chamber cruel and unusual punishment. 

After thousands of years of conducting capi- 
tal punishment and many decades of using the 
same methods, one would think society would 
have gottciUhis routine down n little better.

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Palestinian autonomy could be established in months Hundreds

JERUSALEM — Onitfc Israel and 
the PLO can agree on the details, pro- 
ponents say Palestinian autonomy can 
• be established in the Gnza Strip and 
Jericho in a matter of months. 

But there ore substantial obstacles: 
both Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin and PLO leader Yasser Arafat 
arc politically weak, facing serious 
challenges from within that may undo 
any agreement they negotiate. 

Also, Palestinians arc worried that 
the experiment in self-rule could col- 
lapse unless they get real political 
power and enough financial aid to 
convince the 1.8 million residents of 
'the occupied lands that peace pays. 

Perhaps the biggest threat is the 
, assassin's bullet and an outbreak of 
righting between- Arafat and 


Palestinian factions that reject peace 
negotiations. 

"I expect if un agreement is reached 
there will be violence. I expect assassi- 
nations” by Islamic groups anti leftists 
who reject any compromise with 
Israel, said Abdel Al-Sattar Qassem, a 
political science lecturer at Bir Zeit 
University in the occupied West Bunk. 

Islamic militants in Gaza’s Shnbura 
camp told a reporter recently that they, 
expected to be fighting with activists 
from Arafat's Fatah faction soon after' 
an agreement was reached. 

"If Israel leaves, Gaza will bee time 
like Lebanon. There will be civil war,-’ 
said Abu Mohammed, an activist with 
the Islamic fundamentalist group 
Hamas, who is wanted by Israelis. 


For example, threats recently circu- 
lated against Faisal I iusscini, the head 
of the Palestinian negotiating team 
who is a possible candidate to head the 
Palestinian self-governing authority 
that will replace Israel's military gov- 
ernment. 

If self-rule turns into a battle for 
dominance in Gaza and Jericho, it 
oould ruin chances for Israeli with- 
drawal from the rest of the occupied 
territories und creation of a Jordanian- 
Palcst'inian confederation. 

"If they fail, all Israelis will see the 
failure os the end of any-conccivable 
attempt to reach agreement with the 
Palestinians,” said Joseph Alpher, 
head of Tel Aviv University's Jaffee 
Center for Strategic Studies, 

He said this was why the tv/o sides 
sUduld allow at least a year to train 
Palestinian security forces and lay 
down plans to prevent clashes. 


There are also serious questions 
-about the. political strength o£ Rabin's ' 
coalition government, which holds 62 
scats in.thc 120-mcrhbcr parliament. 

The Shas party, with six seats, has 
threatened to pull out if either of two 
Shas members is forced to step down, 
as seems likely, from government 
posts as a result of conuption investi- 
gations. 

The Shas bond with the left-leaning 
government is tenuous anyway, and 
thc-right-wing Likud bloc’s campaign 
against making deals with the “terror-' 
ist" PLO could make inroads. . . 

Likud leader Benjamin Netanyahu 
warned Israelis that Rabin’s govern^ . 
mtyit was putting the PLO “on the 
map” with its headquarters only a . 
short car ride from Jerusalem - • 

"Once we withdraw from the terri- 
tory, Arabs who want to kill us will 
rule there, and they will rule in areas 


tjmt arc very close to the coastline and 
to Jerusalem. They will basically sur- . 
round us, and they will threaten the 
country’s security and existence,” 
Netanyahu said on Israel army radio. 

Ttf a great extent the agreement is 
bom of weakness, not strength. 

Rabjn’s government sees Gaza and 
Jericho as a no- fuss solution. There urc 
few settlers in either area, and the 
agreement is crafted to allow Israeli 
forces to remain in such settlements os 
there ore — thus avoiding a traumatic 
showdown with the 120,000 Jewish 
Settlers and their right-wing support- 
ers." 

For the PLO, getting a toehold on 
Palestinian land is a symbolic step 
toward the goal of statehood and cre- 
ates a momentum that could rescue 
Arafat from a financial crisis and 
increasingly strident demands for 
democratic reform.

Mubin ty Koroma left for Beirut at the 
age of 14, carrying a passport that lied 
“■flbourhcr'Bgcund promiscs that-she — 
would be educated and paid SSO a 
’ • month As a maid for a wealthy family. 

She dreamed of returning home to 
build her own house and work as n 
nurse.’ 

But all she got was six years of hard 
work and bad treatment, she says. The 
life was so bad that she returned to her 
tin shanty in this impoverished West 
African country. 

Stories such as hers have been whis- 
pered about for years in West Africa, 
but Sierra Leone has brought the child 
slavery trade into the open by 
announcing a crackdown on the busi- 
ness, 

Children work all over Africa, toil- 
ing in the fields and in.thc cities sell- _ 
ing okra and cassava, car radios and > 
spare parts and, quite often, their bod- 
ics. 

Miss Koroma was no exception. 

When she left her class at 
Wilberforce Barracks school in 
Freetown, she would go home to clean 
the housergather-woodriug-watetaad — 
mind the other seven children in the 
•family while her mother ground gnrn- 
..•ite for a toad construction company. 

— - Miss- Koroma’s- father- is a cook for — 
n British family and, like most Sierra 
Leoneans, barely makes enough 
money to feed his family their daily 
bowl of rice. 

So the offer of a maid’s job — 
made by one of the Lebanese busi- 
nessmen who dominate commerce in 
Sierra Leone — was quite attractive. 

Miss Koroma said she was not bitter 
about it, that her parents believed they

Yankees overcome early deficit to defeat Indians 


CLEVELAND (AP) — Paul O’Neill hit a 
thrcc-run double and the New York Yankees 
scored six times after a controversial play in 
the sixth inning Sunday, turning around. a 
lopsided game and beating the Cleveland 
Indians 14-8.

Most home medicine cabinets tend 
to ebb and (low with n secret life of 
their own. During the cold and flu 
season, an army of decongestants, 
cough syrups and throat lozenges 
moves in and takes over. 

Anti-bactcrial ointments and 
Band- A ids march to the front when- 
ever there's a fresh cut or scrape. 

What results is a rotating hodge- 
podge of the old and the new, the un- 
necessary and the forgotten. Every- 
thing’s there but the one remedy you 
need when an ailment strikes in the 
middle of the night. 

"The vast majority of people prob- 
ably have too much in their medicine 
cabinets," says Ray van Wolkentcn, 
vice-chairman of the family and 
community medicine department at 
Eastern Virginia Medical School in 
Norfolk. Va. 

“Having two or three deconges- 
tants, two or three headache medica- 
tions and two or three of something 
els e is very common . Most poop I e 
arc probably keeping things tooTong ' 
— and keeping a lot of things they 
don't need to have.” 

Van Wolkentcn isn’t alone in his 
diagnosis. Many physicians, pharma- 
cists and other health-care profes- 
sionals second his recommendations 
for n leaner, meaner kind of home 
medicine cabinet. 

In most cases, that means only a 
handful of must-have painkillers, a . 
basic kit of first-aid supplies and 
half-a-dozen other useful aids and 


Recommendations for the ideal chest 


Here's a list of recommendations from local health 
professionals for the ideal medicine cabinet: 

MUST-HAVES 

. * Adhesjve bandages, gauze pads and adhesive 
tape — good for covering wounds. 

» Antiseptic (Hydrogen peroxide, alcohol, 
etc.) — good for cleaning cuts, scrapes and abra- 
sions. 

• Anti-bacterial ointment (Ncosporin, etc.) — 
helps prevent infection in scrapes and cuts. 

• Aspirin, acetaminophen (Tylenol, etc.) 
and/or ibuprofen (Advil, etc.) — useful in reduc- 
ing fever and inflammation and the pain of mus- 
cle aches, bruises und-spruins. 

• Syrup of ipecac - — used to induce vomiting 
in certain cases of accidental poisoning (check 
with Poison Control Center first). 

^ Thermometer — for accurate diagnosis of 
fever. 


NICE-TO-HAVES 

• Topical anesthetic (active ingredient benzo- 

caine) — good for reducing the pain and inflam- 
mation from insect bites, minor burns and other 
injuries. - 

• Diphenhydramine (Benadryl) — relieves 
itching of insect bites, poison ivy and other skin 
rashes. 

• Hydrocortisone cream (Cortaid) — good for 

relieving itches. • , j

• Ice bng — for early treutment of sprains and 

bruises. ... • __ . 

• Heating pud — for relief of pain and stiff- 
ness from muscle aches and bruises. 

• Tweezers — for removing splinters and oth- 
er foreign objects from wounds.

— pot ionsr-Over-the- counter-medica- 
tions, in general, should be kept to a 
minimum unless used with the ad- 
vice of a pharmacist or family physi- 
cian. 

“We get some people who have 
every medicine known to man — 
I’ve seen them bring it in in boxes — 
and others with, well, who knows?” 
says preventive medicine specialist 
Gregory Bicmacki of Williamsburg 
(Va.) Urgent Care. 

“What you have to remember is 
that a lot of that stuff may not be all 
that effective in some situations — 
and that sometimes even the simplest 
over-the-counter stuff can end up 
creating a problem." 

For most common nicks and 
scrapes, a good assortment of adhe- 
sive and gauze bandages is essential. 
Ditto for an antibiotic cream or oint- 


ment such as Bacitracin oi 
Ncosporin, which can help kccpsHii- 
nor \vounds from. developing. an. in-, 
fection. Antiseptics have their place, 
too. when- washing out the injury be- 
fore applying a dressing. But neither 
alcohol nor hydrogen peroxide — 
two inexpensive, commonly recom- 
mended antiseptics — is strictly nec- 
essary, van Wolkentcn says. 

“A little soap and water is wonder- 
ful — and far too little used,” he ar- 
gues. “If you do that, you’re proba- 
bly doing the job just about as well 
as anything else."

for the relief of pain from bug bites, 
stings and minor burns.

Anyone 
who has small children in their 
household — including grandparents

"You should use your own experi- 
ence in choosing the right one for 
you,” van Wolkcntqn says. 
"Headaches and these other aches 
and pains arc just too common to not 
be prepared for.”

Hydrocortisone 
cream can come in handy for the 
same reasons.

Cold medications, anti-diarrheal 
remedies, laxatives and similar kinds 
of non-prescription medicines should 
be taken with caution, preferably af- 
ter talking to a pharmacist or doctor. 
Long-term use can be dangerous, 
particularly in eases \vhcrc the un- 
derlying ailment may, require more 
serious treatment.

Another important, sometimes 
overlooked, home medical tool is the 
thermometer.

Eye on the future 

New laser technology may soon 
Inake glasses, contacts obsolete

The prospect of a y hiss I css society is more 
'than a fervent hope. It is a likely probability, 
eye doctors say. 

At the Beckman Laser Institute and Medical 
Clinic in Irvine. Calif., Dr. Richard J. Keules 
and nurse Burric Pitts. arc setting up u test of the 
Technotasc. a new excimcr cold laser made by a 
German manufacturer and being tested here 
with an Irvine company.

The Falls have been casting this magical 
spell ever since they were discovered thou- 
sands of years ago by Native Americans, 
who gave them the name "Niagara," which 
means "Place Where There Will Eventuully 
Be Museums Dedicated, for No Apparent 
- Reason, to Frankenstein, John F. Kennedy, 
Harry Houdini and Elvis.” And this has cer- 
tainly proved to be true, as today the area 
around the Falls features an extremely dense 
wad of tourist attractions. In addition to the 
museums (both wax and regular), there was a 
place where you could sec tiny scale models 
of many world-famous buildings such as the 
V atican: plus one of the world’s l a ruc st floral 
clocks; plus of course miniature golf courses, 
houses of horror and countless stores selling 
souvenir plates, cups, clocks, knives, spoons, 
refrigerator magnets, thermometers, folding 
combs, toothbrushes, toenail clippers, hats, 
T-shirts, towels, boxer shorts and random 
slabs of wood, all imprinted with whnt 
appears to be the same blurred, heavily col- 
orized picture, taken in about 1948, depicting 
some object that could be Niagara Falls, or 
could also be hamsters miiting.

“Jurassic Park.”- -They ore not about to be 
impressed by mere water. 

The movie featured a dramatic re-enact- 
ment of the ancient Falls legend of “The 
Maid of the Mist:’’ This was nn Indian maid- 
en whose father wanted her to marry a fat 
toothless old man who, in the movie, looks a 
lot like U.S. House of Representatives Ways 
and Means Committee Chairman and noted 
stamp collector Dan Rostenkowski wearing a 
— bad-wigr-The-maiden-was-so-upsot-about-this — 
that she paddled a canoe over the Falls, thus 
becoming one with the Thunder God, the 
Mist God, the God of Cnnoe Repair, etc. At 
least that is the legend.
